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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims as amended 
define a wiper device designed to perform in a particular manner. The device includes a molded 
tube connected to a holding element and stub by connecting bridges. The connecting bridges are 
formed as elbow levers. Such elbow levers have been defined as having length with a substantial 
portion thereof having an entire periphery free from contact with the tube, holding element and 
stub. Such substantial portion having a substantially uniform transverse cross-section. Such 
distinguishes from the prior art which does not fairly teach elbow levers with such construction. 
The closest art to Ztmmer, while showing a similar wiper device, does not teach the particular elbow 
levers as claimed.
